The Vale Council 
owns the market and 
Council Leader, Gordon 
Kemp, said: “This is 
great news for 
Cowbridge and the farm¬ 
ing community. 

“The immediate future 
of the market is secure 
and we wish the market 
operators a successful 
trading year.” 

Andrew Thomas, of 
Herbert R Thomas, who 
operate the market in 
conjunction with Watts & 
Morgan as ‘Glamorgan 
Mart’, said: “We’re 
delighted we have been 
able to secure the short 
term future of Cowbridge 
livestock market for the 
benefit of the farming 
community of 

Glamorgan. 

“On behalf of 
Glamorgan Mart, we 
would like to say thank 
you for all the support we 
have received from the 
rural community and the 
town of Cowbridge. Our 
thanks also go to the 


Leader of the Council, 
Gordon Kemp, for his 
assistance in facilitating 
an agreement.” 

When the talks broke 
down, Andrew Thomas 
said that the Vale Council 
had tried to impose con¬ 
ditions that would have 
added about £65,000 to 
the cost of operating the 
market - on top of the 
rent. 

The GEM understands 
that there has been con¬ 
siderable movement in 
that area. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
welcomed the news and 
said: “I’m so pleased that 
both parties have been 
able to secure an agree¬ 
ment that is acceptable 
for all. 

“This means,of 

course, that Cowbridge’s 
historic status as a mar¬ 
ket town can continue, 
until there is more cer¬ 
tainty on plans for the 
site that all parts of the 
community can support.” 

Alun John, the chair¬ 
man of Cowbridge 
Chamber of Trade, said: 
“I am delighted that the 
market is continuing to 
trade for the next 12 
months - and then hope¬ 
fully on into the future.”

LLANDOW MAN IS 
CLEARED AFTER 
FIVE-A-SIDE PUNCH 


It took a jury at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court just three 
minutes to clear a 
Llandow man of an 
allegation that he 
deliberately 
attacked an oppo¬ 
nent during a five- 
a-side football 
match at 

Cowbridge Leisure 
Centre. 

Paul Langford (41) a 
carpenter with no previ¬ 
ous convictions, was 
found not guilty of 
inflicting grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm on heating engi¬ 
neer Philip Gardener of 
Cowbridge. 

Langford said 
throughout the incident 
that he had acted entirely 
in self-defence and had 
thrown only a single 
punch. 

Prosecutor Tracy 
Lloyd-Nesling said that 
on January 26 last year, 
the two were playing on 
opposite sides at the

leisure centre. 

In the past, they had 
got on well together, but 
their friendship “went 
sour” and they fell out. 

After about 10 min¬ 
utes of the game, both 
went for the same ball 
and got entangled. 

Mr Gardener picked 
up the ball and threw it 
at Langford. 

Langford, it was 
claimed, became angry 
and said: “It’s been 
going on for weeks” and 
began swearing. 

It is alleged he 
punched Mr Gardener to 
the left side of the face 
and followed up with a 
second punch. 

The injured man was 
taken to the Princess of 
Wales hospital and later 
treated at Morriston 
Hospital in Swansea for 
a broken left cheek 
bone. 

An operation was car¬ 
ried out to lift the frac¬ 


ture. When interviewed, 
the defendant explained 
that he and the injured 
man had fallen out. 

He said Mr Gardener 
had elbowed him in the 
ribs, threw the ball in his 
face and claimed “he 
took a swing at me”. 

He said things had 
been brewing for a cou¬ 
ple of months and he 
threw a single punch 
because he believed 
there was “a perceived 
threat”. 

A witness, Craig 
Phillips, who was in 
goal for one of the 
teams, said Mr Gardener 
threw the ball at 
Langford, “not particu¬ 
larly hard”, but both 
then began swinging 
punches. 

Mr Phillips said he 
heard something “pop” 
in Mr Gardener’s face. 

The defendant told the 
jury he acted as he did 
because he believed he 
was going to be 
punched. 

What he did, he said, 
was not unlawful.

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'Wrong to give prisoners 

right to vote" - says Vale MP 


L AST week (in The 
GEM) Mr 
Christopher Short 
questioned my vote in par¬ 
liament to block prisoners 
from voting and the 
European Convention on 
Human Rights. 

To allow convicted murderers, 
sex offenders and other prisoners 
the right to vote is simply wrong. 
When such offenders committed 
their crime I believe that they 
gave up their right, while in 
prison, to vote. 

This is a matter I have raised 
with the Secretary of State for 
Justice on several occasions 


before the debate. The back¬ 
ground stems from prisoner John 
Hirst, who was convicted of 
manslaughter. 

The prisoner had killed his 
landlady with an axe, but pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter by dimin¬ 
ished responsibility, instead of 
murder. 

In 2001, he took his case on 
voting rights to the High Court, 
failed but then managed to win in 
the European Court of Human 
Rights in 2006. It’s their judg¬ 
ment that is forcing the UK gov¬ 
ernment to act. 

The vote in parliament will 
have strengthened the govern¬ 
ment’s hand in their negotiations 
with the EU court. This is also 


the court that wants to give sex 
offenders the right to appeal 
against having their names 
recorded on the sex offenders’ 
register. 

It seems to me that the ECHR 
is developing to be a charter for 
offenders, rather than the victims. 

The Prime Minister has there¬ 
fore announced a commission to 
consider human rights. 

This will give us an opportuni¬ 
ty to champion human rights here 
in the UK in the interest of all, 
including victims, that will be 
judged by British courts, accord¬ 
ing to our policies, priorities and 
culture.

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Oxfam director visits 
Cowbridge to mend 
fences with volunteers 


VOLUNTEERS who used 
to work at the now-closed 
Oxfam shop in Cowbridge 
have been praised by a sen¬ 
ior charity official, after a 
‘clear-the-air’ meeting in 
the town. 

The shop was closed in 
November last year - a decision 
that left volunteers who served 
in the shop extremely disap¬ 
pointed. 

However, a spokeswoman for 
the volunteers has contacted 
The GEM to issue a joint state¬ 
ment about what happened in 
the lead-up to the closure of the 
shop. 

The statement reads: 

Since November 2010, 
Cowbridge has been missing its 
Oxfam shop. 

For 30 years, it had been 
housed in the little store in 


Verity’s Court, thanks to the gen¬ 
erosity of the John family. 

It operated successfully as a 
conduit for recycling unwanted 
goods and raised more than half a 
million pounds for much-needed 
work. 

Since January 2009, however, 
a number of misguided manage¬ 
ment decisions meant that Oxfam 
lost its long-serving volunteers, 
as well as those who had joined 
more recently. 

Consequently, the business, 
already struggling in cramped 
conditions, became unviable. 

On February 10, David 
McCullough, the trading director 
for Oxfam, invited all the long- 
serving volunteers to a meeting in 
the council chamber. Organised 
and chaired by Coun Gwen Baty, 
a devoted volunteer for Oxfam. 

It proved to be a frank and pos¬ 
itive exchange of views between 
the top management and the shop 
floor volunteers. 


The volunteers were left in no 
doubt that their contribution of 
time and efforts over many years 
was much valued. 

Oxfam depends on volunteers 
with energy and knowledge of 
locality, a network of organisa¬ 
tions, to man their shops. 

Our volunteers are now 
involved in Red Cross and other 
charities, but hopefully, enough 
interest will be generated locally 
for Oxfam to re-open elsewhere in 
town, to continue the good work. 

David McCullough told The 
GEM: “Meeting the dedicated 
team of Oxfam volunteers in 
Cowbridge was an opportunity I 
tmly appreciated. 

“Oxfam would love to be able 
to work again with our committed 
and loyal supporters in the area, 
and hope that when the time is 
right, we will be able to reopen a 
shop and raise money to help peo¬ 
ple living in poverty all over the 
world.”

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Voters in the Vale 
and Bridgend are 
poles apart when it 
conies to referendum 


GEM readers will 
probably be aware 
that this newspaper 
covers a wide area - 
in the main the two 
areas covered by the 
two local authorities 
of the Vale of 
Glamorgan and of 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

Politically, Bridgend 
was held by Labour, 
even at the low point of 
the party’s fortunes at 
the last election, while 
the Vale has been a key 
marginal for as long as 
anyone can remember. 

However, the two 
areas have never been 
further apart than at last 
week’s referendum on 
law making powers for 
Wales. 

Bridgend was rock 
solid in support, with 
more than double the 
voters saying ‘yes’ than 
saying ‘no’. 

On a turnout of 35.4 
per cent, there were 
25,063 in favour (68.1 
per cent of votes cast), 
and only 11,736 on the 
negative side. 

However, in the Vale 
there was a higher 
turnout (39.7 per cent) 
but the voters came 
within a whisker of 
joining Monmouth as 
the only borough to say 
no. 

The yes voters

totalled 19,430, gaining 
52.5 per cent of the 
vote, while the nega¬ 
tives added up to 
17,551. 

As the only local 
authority to vote no was 
Monmouth - widely 
perceived to be the most 
Anglicised - does this 
mean that the Vale is the 
same? 

Alternatively, does it 
mean that the 
Conservatives failed to 
get in step behind Welsh 
leader Nick Bourne, 
who was part of the all¬ 
party push for a yes 
vote? 

Surprisingly, both yes 
campaigns were hailing 
the result a success. 

Tim Thomas of Plaid 
was the campaign co¬ 
ordinator for Bridgend 
county borough - work¬ 
ing alongside First 
Minister Carwyn Jones, 
although he will be 
standing against him in 
the May Assembly elec¬ 
tions - and he put the 
good yes result down to 
hard work. 

He said: “I believe 
our close cooperation 
was one of the prime 
reasons why 68.1 per 
cent of the county bor¬ 
ough voted in favour of 
primary law-making

powers for Wales. 

“This was not only 
the seventh highest yes 
vote in Wales, but also 
the biggest swing in 
favour of a yes from the 
1997 referendum in the 
whole of Wales.” 

The much narrower 
win in the Vale was, 
according to yes cam¬ 
paign co-ordinator and 
Castleland Labour Vale 
Councillor, Chris 
Elmore, was also down 
to team work. 

He said: “A yes vote 
in the Vale is incredible 
in my view. This is 
down to the hard work 
of all those who worked 
on the campaign locally, 
from across the political 
divide. 

“When you consider 
that those who voted no 
in 1997 totalled almost 
65 per cent of all votes 
cast, achieving more 
than 50 per cent voting 
yes is incredible, and 
just shows that people 
in the Vale are more 
supportive of the 
Assembly and what it is 
doing to improve 
Wales.” 

Coun Elmore said 
that over the last 12 
years, voters had 
become more aware of 
how the Assembly 
could make a differ¬ 
ence. 

He said: “Clearly the 
commitment of the con¬ 
stituency AMs, Jane 
Hutt and Lorraine 
Barrett, and those who 
have served on the 
regional list, has also 
shown voters that AMs 
and the Assembly are 
committed to the many 
communities of Wales 
including the Vale.” 

Kevin Mahoney, who 
campaigned for a no 
vote in the Vale, felt 
that the resources of the 
yes campaign had been 
too much to counter. 


He said: “We had all 
four parties against us, 
and trade union leaders 
speaking out, and they 
had no mandate from 
their members as far as 
I am aware.” 

He added that now 
that the yes campaign¬ 
ers had won, they were 
already talking about 
taking powers that, dur¬ 
ing the campaign, they 
had denied they were 
interested in. 

He said; “Dafydd 
Elis Thomas did not talk 
about abolishing the 
Welsh Office during the 
campaign. That course 
of action would leave us 
with even less represen¬ 
tation in Westminster 
than now.” 

Plaid Cymru AM 
Chris Franks said: “It is 
absolutely wonderful 
that there has been a 
change of view in the 
Vale since the Assembly 
was formed more than a 
decade ago. 

“Obviously, the peo¬ 
ple of the Vale respond¬ 
ed to the positive mes¬ 
sage from the ‘Yes for 
Wales’ campaign. 

“I respect the views 
of those who voted no. 
As Assembly Members 
and as a Welsh govern¬ 
ment, we will have to 
work harder to over¬ 
come their concerns.” 

Porthcawl town 
councillor Chris Smart, 
a Conservative who was 
a staunch supporter of 
the no campaign, 
acknowledged that 
Bridgend had followed 
the national pattern with 
two thirds in favour of 
giving the Assembly 
extra powers. 

“Personally, I am bit¬ 
terly disappointed, but 
as a democrat, I have to 
go along with this result 
and I hope that the 
Assembly will use its 
new powers wisely for 
the benefit of both the 
people of Bridgend and 
also of Wales.”

Police Inspector in court 
over child sex offences 


A police inspector 
from the Coychurch 
area has been 
charged with a series 
of child sex offences. 

South Wales Police 
Inspector Geraint Lloyd 
Evans was charged last 
week with five offences: 

1. Conspiring with 
others to incite engage¬ 
ment in unlawful sexual 
activity with a child 
under 13; 

2. Possession of 
Section-1 ammunition; 

3. Three offences of 
making indecent images 
of children; 

4. Possession of four 
child abuse images; 

5. Possession of 
extreme pornography. 

Llanelli Magistrates 
Court decided that 
Inspector Evans will be 
held on remand and will 
appear at Swansea 
Crown Court tomorrow 
(March 11) along with 
three members of the 
public who have also 
been charged with 
offences related to inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

The Independent 
Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) is 
managing an investiga¬ 
tion by South Wales 
Police (SWP) Public 
Protection Unit into alle¬ 
gations that 47-year-old 
Inspector Evans was in 
possession of indecent 
images of children. 

A separate SWP crim¬ 
inal investigation in con¬ 
nection with this case 
has led to the arrest of 
four members of the 
public. Three have been 
charged and are being 
held on remand. 

The IPCC 

Commissioner for 
Wales, Tom Davies said: 


“I am satisfied that this 
is being thoroughly 
investigated. It would be 
inappropriate to com¬ 
ment further now that 
the judicial process has 
started.” 

A SWP statement 
said: “A 49-year-old 
male from the Cardiff 
area, a 49-year-old male 
from the Neath area, and 
a 54-year-old male from 
the Ross-on-Wye area, 
appeared at Llanelli 
Magistrates Court on 
March 3, 2011, charged 
with a number of 


offences related to inde¬ 
cent images of children, 
including conspiracy to 
incite or engage in sexu¬ 
al activity with a child 
under the age of 13 
years - contrary to 
Section 1.1 of the 
Criminal Law Act 1977. 

“All three men were 
remanded in custody. 
They are due to appear 
at Swansea Crown

Man jailed after biting 
an innocent passer-by 


A YOUNG couple walking 
home through the centre of 
Barry were the victims of a 
totally unprovoked attack on 
New Year’s Eve, Cardiff 
Crown Court heard. 

Craig Harris had the side of his jaw 
bitten by 23-year-old Ricky Smith, 
who then attacked Mr Harris’ girl¬ 
friend, Suzanne Ford, by rugby tack¬ 
ling her to the pavement, said prosecu¬ 
tor Tony Trigg. 

Smith, of Barry, was jailed for a 
total of 20 months. He admitted 
wounding Mr Harris, causing Miss 
Ford actual bodily harm, and a breach 
of a conditional discharge for shoplift¬ 
ing. 

Said Judge Philip Richards: “This 
was quite a nasty and frightening 
attack on two innocent people on New 
Year’s Eve when everyone should 
have been happy and celebrating. You 
used your teeth as a weapon, as well as 
your fists.” 

Mr Trigg said that as the couple 
walked through Barry, they heard 
Smith shouting at them, something 
which he believed would provoke a 
confrontation. 

He ran across the road and punched

Mr Harris hard in the face. There was 
a struggle and Smith lashed out and 
Mr Harris was stunned. Suddenly, 
Smith put him into a hold and bit the 
side of his face. 

Mr Harris later said it felt as if he 
was trying to rip the side of his face 
off. 

Seconds later, Smith rugby tackled 
Ms Ford. 

Mr Harris was taken to hospital and 
the wound was stitched under anaes¬ 
thetic. He was shocked and upset, and 
underwent regular blood tests to check 
he had no infections. 

Ms Ford had grazing to her knees, 
scratch marks and sore ribs. 

Smith was traced through CCTV 
footage and, said Mr Trigg, was well 
known to the police. 

He was said to have convictions for 
a public order offence, assaulting the 
police, shoplifting, battery and theft. 

Claire Pickthall representing him 
said: “He had a difficult childhood and 
has had difficulties with alcohol. 
There was no justification for what he 
did and it involved mistaken identity. 
He was gutted when he thought of the 
injuries he inflicted on Mr Harris.” 


'We aim to raise awareness 
on consequences of cuts’ 

- SAYS LOCAL CAMPAIGN GROUP 


TRADE UNIONS and 
community groups 
throughout the Vale have 
united to campaign against 
proposed cuts. 

The ‘ Vale of Glamorgan 
Against the Cuts’ (VGAC) 
group says it is working to 
raise awareness of the impact 
that the cuts are having and 
will increasingly have within 
the local community. 

VGAC is concerned about 
the long-term impacts that will 
arise within Cardiff and Vale 
healthcare as a result of the 
£80 million shortfall that will 
arise from the April 2011 
budget. The group says that 
with such a massive budget 
shortfall, coupled with the 
application of recruitment 
freezes in certain areas, the 
impact for patients could be 
catastrophic. 

VGAC is also alarmed that 
attacks are being made on 
essential services such as 
school crossing patrols and 
youth offending services, and 
that so-called non-essential 
services such as leisure are 
under increasing threat of pri¬ 
vatisation. 

With further job losses 
expected to be announced 
soon, VGAC is determined to

engage the community and 
provide a voice for people who 
are against public spending 
cuts. 

Jenny Griffin, VGAC 
spokesperson, said: “We are 
experiencing the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for a generation. The 
Westminster government is 
making a political choice to 
cut Baby Bonds, Child Benefit 
and Sure Start - and they now 
have Disability Living 
Allowance and Incapacity 
Benefit in their sights. 

“It is shocking to see servic¬ 
es such as school crossing 
patrols facing attack - it is the 
right of every single school 
child to travel to school safely, 
and that level of safety is being 
put in jeopardy to save money. 

“In Wales, we are experienc¬ 
ing a substantial budget reduc¬ 
tion. There is already an edu¬ 
cationfunding gap of £604 per 
pupil in our education system - 
yet Mr Cameron claims that 
Wales is receiving a fair deal’. 
Frankly, I don’t think Wales is 
receiving a fair deal. 

“It really is an insult to our 
communities and those that 
work hard to deliver services 


to support those communities. 
Our society and welfare state 
is being made to pay because 
of the mistakes made by the 
financial sector. 

“There is £123 billion of 
uncollected, avoided and evad¬ 
ed taxes that could be collected 
by the UK government - yet 
they would rather allow those 
less well off in society to take 
the pain. 

“VGAC is working to high¬ 
light these issues. ” 

The Vale of Glamorgan 
Against the Cuts campaign has 
launched a Facebook page 
under the same name.

I T has been heartening 
to hear the wide range 
of positive responses to 
the result of the 
Referendum last week, 
which gave a clear expres¬ 
sion of public opinion by 
voting to improve the way 
laws are made in Wales.

But I am also clear that we 
owe it to those who voted No or 
didn’t vote at all, that we still 
have to prove our worth and 
serve their needs and meet their 
concerns. 

Over the past year, I have 
been negotiating with the Chief 


Secretary to the Treasury, Danny 
Alexander MP, to make the case 
for Wales to have more flexibility 
in the level and management of 
our finances. 

The One Wales Government 
appointed an independent 
Commission chaired by the econ¬ 
omist, Professor Gerry Holtham, 
which reported last year. 

The Commission concluded 
that we are underfunded by 
£300million as a result of the 
application of the out-dated 
Barnett formula, which is used to 
calculate our share of funding 
from the UK Government. 

Gerry Holtham has proposed 
that a funding ‘floor’ be imple¬ 
mented to prevent further fund¬ 
ing shortfalls emerging via this 
formula. 

His recommendations received 
unanimous all-party support in 
the Assembly. 

The Chief Secretary has said 
the UK Government would con¬ 
sider the Holtham recommenda¬ 
tions after the Referendum and 
cited the importance of reducing 
the budget deficit as a priority. 

We are playing our part in this 
respect, choosing to absorb the 
£163m revenue and capital budg¬ 
et cuts imposed on us last year 
and securing Assembly support 
for a budget for 2011-13, which 
seeks to protect our public servic¬ 
es and support our economic 
recovery. I have now written to 
the Chief Secretary to say that

(Assembly Minister for 
^ Business and Budget) 


the positive result from the 
Referendum should now give the 
green light to opening meaning¬ 
ful discussions about the 
Holtham Commission recommen¬ 
dations for fairer funding mecha¬ 
nisms for Wales. 

The First Minister, Rt Hon 
Carwyn Jones AM made a state¬ 
ment to the Assembly on 
Tuesday, March 8 on ‘the next 
steps’ following the positive 
result on Thursday and he said 
that moving forward with the 
Holtham recommendations was 
part of the work that needed to 
be taken forward. 

We have a range of responsi¬ 
bilities as elected representatives 
and Ministers serving in the 


National Assembly for Wales, 
crafting the right policies for 
Wales, ensuring that we have an 
adequate funding base and devel¬ 
oping legislation when it is 
appropriate to do so. 

As Carwyn Jones said this 
week: “Thursday’s Referendum 
was more than the streamlining of 
the law-making process - it 
demonstrated that Wales is an 
ambitious country, eager to get 
on.” 

I am eager to play my part, as 
Finance Minister, to ensure we 
have an adequate funding base, 
albeit constrained by UK 
Government cuts, taking our 
share of the budget deficit reduc¬ 
tion, but making the clear case 
for an improved and fairer settle¬ 
ment. 

We engage with the UK 
Government with a stronger 
voice as a result of last week’s 
vote and as one young person 
who went out to vote yes, said to 
me on Friday: “The world has 
moved on as a result of the vote!” 

This is about us showing that 
we have got confidence to do the 
best we can for Wales - our econ¬ 
omy, our communities, our young 
people and senior citizens. 

Thank you for giving us the 
opportunity to serve you more 
effectively as a result of the posi¬ 
tive outcome of the Referendum 
last Thursday.

Paddling in the footsteps of 
the Vale’s Iolo Morgannwg! 


S IX ramblers 
headed by 
Rachel, made 
their way to the 
pretty village of 
Llanbethery and 
were shown a 
dummy airstrip, 
put in place to lure 
enemy aircraft 
away from the 
RAF airbase at 
nearby St Athan. 

The lane comes to an 
abrupt end at the Thaw 
Valley, where the River 
Thaw winds its way 
down to Aberthaw on 
its journey to the sea. 
They were met with 
flooding, but paddled 
across the valley to join 
the footpath to 
Flemingston. 

On Flemingston 
Moor there once stood 
a medieval village but 
there are no traces, 
except for a mention on 
the OS Map. Reaching 
Flemingston Court, an 
early 16th century forti¬ 
fied manor house, the 
group heard about Iolo 
Morgannwg, Bardic 
name of Edward 
Williams, who was 
born at Pen-onn near 
Llancarfan, but raised 
in Flemingston. 

In 1789, he produced 
a collection of poems 
by Dafydd ap Gwilym 
from the late 14th cen¬ 



tury, including poems 
he had allegedly found, 
and in 1792 he founded 
the Gorsedd community 
of Welsh bards in 
London. 

After his death, it 
was discovered that he 
had written many 
poems and passed them 
off as well known 
poets’ work. 

The group made 
their way by track and 
field to St Hilary, where 
they could look back 
towards Beaupre 
Castle, home of the 
Bassett family. 

They passed East 
Down and cut across 
fields to The Garn, 


passing close to the 
ruined 16th century 
Llantrithyd Place 
whose hidden land¬ 
scaped garden is appar¬ 
ently deemed as impor¬ 
tant as Aberglasney, 
which is set in the Tywi 
Valley in 
Carmarthenshire. 

The group stopped at 
St Illtyd’s church for 
lunch, sitting in a sun 
trap surrounded by 
snowdrops, crocus and 
daffodils, then made 
their way back to 
Llantrithyd.

Leisure centre 
prices set to rise 


THE Vale Council 
is to increase its 
charges for leisure 
activities by 3.75 per 
cent at the end of 
this month. 

The prices will rise 
on April 1, and all 
prices will be rounded 
up to the nearest five 
pence. 

Back on January 1, 
2010, the council froze 
the prices of certain 
leisure centre activities 
for a 15-month period. 
Included in the freeze 
were swimming charges, 
health suite and gym 
fees, and the member¬ 
ship of classes. 

April 1 sees the end 
of that period, and the 
new price scale was 
revealed to the scrutiny 
committee (economy 
and environment), on 
Tuesday (March 8). 

The two main factors 


behind the price rise, 
says the report, are the 
rise in VAT from 17.5 to 
20 per cent (which came 
into force on January 1) 
and the rising cost of 
energy - something that 
“leisure centres are very 
dependent on”. 

The only area that 
might escape the rise is 
Life Style and Fitness. 
The report says that 
these provide the largest 
income and the most 
profit. 

As a result, the coun¬ 
cil is conducting a mar¬ 
ket survey to check 
whether a price rise 
would have a “detri¬ 
mental effect”. 

If the answer comes 
back that it would be 
detrimental, there will 
be further discussion 
with the cabinet member 
for tourism and leisure, 
Coun Anthony Ernest. 


Halliwell said: “I don’t 
know if a supermarket is 
the answer.” 

Should the site be a 
car park, five days a 
week, rather than four? 

Mr. Harris, whose 
wife is a farmer’s 
daughter, stressed we 
would be “losing our 
heritage.” He admitted 
the site was used more 
as a car park nowadays 
but did not want to see 
the market go. 

Mr. Newbury, a resi¬ 
dent of Llantrisant, said 
the market was “hardly 
used.” His lack of con¬ 
cern for its closure was 
echoed by Mrs Gibson, 
who said she was “not 
affected” and “just used 
the town for shopping.” 

Mr. Owens and Mrs 
Doreen Lewis each 
expressed concern for 
the distance farmers 
would have to travel to 
trade. Mrs. Lewis has a 
nephew who travels 
from west Wales to 
Cowbridge market each 
week. 

Adrian Evans, coun¬ 
ty executive officer for 
Farmers Union Wales, 
understood their angst. 
He said that he was 
“very surprised that 
there was no consulta¬ 
tion with farmers,” con¬ 
cerning the decision to 
close. 

Having written to the 
Vale Council on behalf 
of FUW, Mr Evans 
described the market as 
a “vital service and very 
important to economic 
life in the Vale.” 

Heather Mo, an 
employee of The Horse 
and Groom, agreed with 
his sentiments. She 
described the closure as 
a “shame” and the “end 
of an era.” 

Kelvyn Dark told 
how he had only seen a 
small number of farmers 
attend the market in 
recent times. As a stone 
mason working in the 
vicinity of the market, 
he described it as an 


“eyesore” and said a 
“supermarket would 
bring more people into 
the town.” 

However, it has been 
argued that the closure 
of the market derterring 
farmers from visiting 
Cowbridge, will have a 
profound affect on local 
tradesmen. 

Peter John, from the 
agricultural retailer, 
Arthur John, said there 
was “considerable con¬ 
cern for the effect the 
market closure would 
have on the business.” 

His work colleague, 
Bill Jones said that 
“with the closure, farm¬ 
ers will go to 
Abergavenny and 
Carmarthen markets. 
They will be the towns 
that benefit instead of 
Cowbridge.” 

There are conflicting 
views over how the clo¬ 
sure will affect local 
businesses. 

Deborah Parker said 
that a “supermarket 
rather than a cattle mar¬ 
ket would be more likely 
to bring passing trade to 
the boutiques in the 
town.” 

One resident, who did 
not want to be named, 
made the point that 
“while there is no other 
use for the site it should 
stay open. It characteris¬ 
es Cowbridge and it 
would be a shame to see 
it go after all these 
years.” 

The general consensus 
was that it does not 
make sense to lose the 
cattle market when there 
is no suitable replace¬ 
ment for the value it 
brings to Cowbridge. 

It begs the question, 
when the town says 
goodbye to the cattle 
market at the end of this 
month, what will be an 
appropriate substitute?

A T the very 
heart of the 
rural Vale - 
and this is hardly a 
surprise - is the 
hands-on role 
played by local 
farmers.

Damon and Blunt shine 
in a truly charming tale 


IF the success of the 
Bourne films has 
achieved anything, 
then it’s making quite 
a big star out of Matt 
Damon; having taken 
the ball and run with 
it in the likes of Green 
Zone, The Informant! 
and True Grit , the star 
is now in a position 
where he can choose 
to work with any lead¬ 
ing director. 

So it is all the more 
refreshing to see him 
work with first-time 
director George Nolfi in 
The Adjustment Bureau. 

Damon plays David 
Norris, a political candi¬ 
date whose disillusion¬ 
ment with his election is 
tempered by a chance 
meeting with a woman 
called Elise (Emily 
Blunt). She vanishes into 
the night, only for Norris 
to track her down again 
on the bus; however, this 
second meeting sets off 
alarm bells and a shad¬ 
owy group, known only 
as The Adjustment 
Bureau , must stop David 
and Elise from being 
together... 

The Adjustment 
Bureau is a difficult film 
to classify; perhaps its 
closest relative is Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless 
Mind, in as much as both 
films deal with love, 
albeit with a peculiar 
twist. The difference is 


that The Adjustment 
Bureau is all about that 
first meeting, the infinite 
possibilities of love, 
mixed with an existential 
look at how important 
fate and free will are in 
our lives - it is also an 
absolutely mesmerising 
piece of cinema. 

George Nolfi is hardly 
a newcomer, having writ¬ 
ten the final part of the 
Bourne franchise, along 
with Ocean’s 12 and The 
Sentinel among others, 
but this is his first time 
behind the camera, some¬ 
thing that very rarely 
shows. 

Nolfi’s direction is 
particularly stylish, the 
film making the most of 
the New York location. 
He stamps a visual iden¬ 
tity on the film, yet 
grounds the more pecu¬ 
liar aspects so that you 
concentrate wholly on 
the story. 

A muted use of special 
effects adds a degree of 
urgency to proceedings, 
but all is marshalled with 
aplomb by Nolfi, whose 
work with the likes of 
Paul Greengrass and 
Steven Soderbergh has 
seemingly rubbed off. 

Loosely adapted from 
a Philip K Dick story, 
Nolfi’s script is also well 
executed. Starting off as 
a love story with a clever 
meet-cute, Nolfi then 
throws in the curveball of 
the bureau, which sud¬ 



denly takes the story into 
a new realm. 

However, Nolfi’s sub¬ 
tle way of introducing 
this element of the story 
works superbly; while 
just exactly who the 
bureau are goes unan¬ 
swered, yet is hinted at, it 
doesn’t annoy or anger, 
Nolfi concentrating more 
on characterisation than 
fanciful notions. 

The film plays on two 
levels without feeling 
overdone or undercooked 
and he weaves in the 
notions of love and fate, 
yet doesn’t labour upon 
them to the detriment of 
the pacing, keeping the 
story moving at all times. 

There are more than a 
few plot holes if you are 
willing to look hard 
enough, the passing of 


time seemingly failing to 
dampen love no matter 
how poorly you’ve been 
treated in particular, but 
Nolfi’s script works very 
well, adding a dollop of 
wry humour into the mix 
and keeping things light. 

Of course, in love sto¬ 
ries, existential or not, 
you need to have two 
characters, and actors, 
who convince you to root 
for them, and both Matt 
Damon and Emily Blunt 
do an exceedingly good 
job of that here. 

Damon, who has hit a 
rich vein of form lately, 
is wholly engaging as a 
man who is driven and 
ambitious, yet shows a 
hint of fragility beneath 
the surface, and as the 
story progresses, carries 
the weight of events. 

Damon does the role 
of man fighting against 
the odds well. 

Opposite him, Emily 
Blunt is absolutely won¬ 
derful. You can wholly 
buy into the character of 
David falling head over 
heels for her. She is witty 
and full of charisma, yet 
also beguilingly tender as 
the bureau try and keep 
the two apart. 

Given their mysterious 
origins, the men from the 
bureau tasked with stop¬ 
ping the pair aren’t short 
of character. Anthony 
Mackie is quietly digni¬ 
fied as the agent tasked 
with following Norris, 


and whose empathy for 
the pair’s plight sets the 
narrative ball rolling. 

John Slattery parlays 
his Mad Men cool into a 
sardonic agent who 
almost seems resigned to 
the eventual outcome; 
with Terrence Stamp as 
the bureau agent known 
as ‘The Hammer’ exud¬ 
ing casual menace, there 
is nary a weak turn on 
show from the cast. 

While the eventual 
outcome comes straight 
from the romance genre 
cliche book, it almost 
slips by unnoticed, so 
wholly are you rooting 
for the two characters. 

What Nolfi has suc¬ 
ceeded in doing is merg¬ 
ing two disparate genres, 
creating a film that is a 
truly wonderful watch; 
The Adjustment Bureau 
is a captivating way to 
spend 105 minutes of 
your life. 

VERDICT - A tender 
love story wrapped up in 
layers of questions about 
fate, free will and the 
choices we make, The 
Adjustment Bureau is a 
superb piece of work. 

Well scripted and 
directed by George Nolfi, 
coupled with excellent 
turns by a top-notch cast, 
in particular Matt Damon 
and Emily Blunt, The 
Adjustment Bureau is a 
charmingly intelligent 
effort. 

Highly recommended.

129 YEARS OLD RIVALRY WHERE THERE ARE NO HOLDS BARRED - AT LEAST FOR 80 MINUTES! 

Celtic cousins have a point to prove 


T HE story begins 129 years ago at 
Lansdowne Road, Dublin, on 
January 28,1882 - the day Wales 
and Ireland first clashed on the inter¬ 
national rugby field (the Welsh tourists 
won that opener by two goals, the scor¬ 
ing method at the time). 

‘Clashed’ is no understatement - for the 
ensuing 115 encounters have produced some 
notable, at times notorious moments, as pas¬ 
sions boiled over in the heat of combat! 

However, fierce rivalry between these close 
Celtic cousins should never be confused with 
enmity, as evidenced by many legendary tales 
of off-field camaraderie, not only between 
players, but the supporters of both camps over 
the years. 

Even so, time after time Irish teams seemed 
to have reserved their best efforts to thwart 
Welsh hopes of a Triple Crown or Grand Slam 
at the final hurdle. 

Wales almost returned the ‘compliment’ in 
2009, when a typically seesaw match at the 
Millennium Stadium saw Stephen Jones’ last- 
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gasp penalty fall agonisingly short and Ireland 
won 17-15, to claim their first Grand Slam for 
61 years! 

There was a nice irony in this, for in 2005 it 
was Wales that had overcome Ireland 32-20 in 
Cardiff to complete their first Grand Slam 
since 1978. 

By and large, narrow margins have been a 
feature of matches between the two nations - 
notable exceptions being 2002, when Ireland 
won 54-10, and 1976, when Wales won 34-9. 

However, the pendulum swung sharply 
towards the men in green during the years that 
followed Wales’ golden era. 

The measure of the challenge facing the 
Welsh team when they meet Ireland again at 
the Millennium Stadium on Saturday evening, 
is that in the last 10 years alone, the latter have 
won nine and Wales three of the 12 games 
played. 

Even so, the record books also reveal encour¬ 
aging statistics, for the overall table reads: 


Wales 62 wins, Ireland 47, with six matches 
drawn. 

Even more remarkably, Wales remain ahead 
on points - 1,329 to Ireland’s 1,216, so all is far 
from lost! 

Moreover, Warren Gatland’s team know that 
Ireland’s Six Nations campaign has so far 
failed to measure up to expectations, while 
Wales, too, have yet to fire on all cylinders; so 
the stage is set for yet another intensely close- 
fought encounter, with both teams having 
much to prove, while at the same time still 
nursing title hopes. 

Former England captain Will Carling’s 
comments that Gatland is enforcing a conser¬ 
vative style of play totally alien to the Welsh 
team and that James Hook should be “set free” 
at outside half, gave the team announcement 
on Tuesday an added piquancy. 

In the event, the coach bowed to the media 
clamour for veteran Stephen Jones to make 
way for his younger rival, rather than stick 


I with controlling midfeld general Jones against 
an Ireland team expected to be masterminded 
by Irish equivalent, Ronan O’Gara 

Hook got the nod, presumably because he 
offers something different to Jones, so it would 
seem odd indeed if in fact he is instructed to 
play in a similar ‘conservative’ style! 

In that sense, Carling had a point. 

Gatland did resist bringing back fit again 
Ospreys prop Adam Jones for the expected 
fireworks against an Irish eight desperate to 
silence their own critics. The only other 
changes saw the expected return of Jonathan 
Davies and Leigh Halfpenny to the backline. 

It promises to be yet another Celtic battle 
royal!

IT’S AGONY FOR COWBRIDGE AFTER 
PENALTY TRY LOSS TO PENYGRAIG 


RESULTS over the 
last few weeks had 
shown that if every¬ 
thing came togeth¬ 
er for Cowbridge, 
and with the right 
mind set, they 
could be a match 
for anyone and last 


Saturday proved 
that. 

Within two minutes 
of the start, Ed Lakin at 
outside-half put over a 
penalty from the 
halfway line. 

Cowbridge continued to 
press and eight minutes 
in, following a penalty 
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kick by full-back Huw 
Lougher that brought 
Cowbridge deep into 
Penygraig territory, play 
moved in field and a 
scrum was formed five 
metres out. 

With a great drive and 
the ball at No 8 Ross 
Llewellyn’s feet, 

Cowbridge secured a 
push over try that Lakin 
converted. 

More great play was 
followed by the try of 
the game five minutes 
later as the alert 
Llewellyn took a quick 
throw-in to left wing Ian 
Overton who, 40 metres 
out, set off on a fantastic 
run, cutting inside and 
out to score in the right 
hand corner for an 
unconverted try. 

Penygraig attacked 
Cowbridge for the next 
10 minutes, but the 
defence held until, from 
a lineout and drive, 
Penygraig scored their 
first points. 

Cowbridge increased 
their lead just before 
half-time when a trip on 
right wing Tom Larkin 
as he kicked ahead 
resulted in a penalty that 
Lakin again put between 
the sticks. 


While tackles were 
being made all over the 
pitch, the full length 
dive tackle by prop 
David Popham, just 
before the whistle, to 
stop Penygraig’s lively 
hooker breaking clear 
was a bit special. Half¬ 
time and the richly 
deserved lead was 18-5. 

Cowbridge knew 
what was coming after 
the break. The question 
was, could they hold 
out? 

Ian Overton, who 
looked so threatening, 
had pulled his hamstring 
so Rob Langdon came 
onto the wing. 

Ten minutes in and 
after a series of drives, 
Penygraig’s hooker 
crashed over. 

Five minutes later, 
there was another real 
blow as second row 
Steve Birchenough was 
forced off with a nasty 
groin injury. Alun John 
replaced him. 

Minutes later, 

Penygraig got their third 
try when, from a pick 
and go, their scrum-half 
crossed the whitewash. 
Prop Jon Phillips left the 
fray after a great effort 
to be replaced by Chris 


Hanks. Penygraig 
pressed but Cowbridge 
kept them out. As the 
minutes ran down, Tom 
Larkin pulled off a great 
tackle to prevent a try. 

Then controversy as 
first hooker Jac 
Williams was yellow- 
carded with just four 
minutes left for sup¬ 
posed hands in the ruck. 

Right at the death, a 
scrum on the Cowbridge 
line and Penygraig were 
kept out. A penalty was 
awarded and Penygraig 
tried to burst through 
but were repelled. A fur¬ 
ther penalty was given 
for offside, which again 
Cowbridge defended, 
and then the referee very 
harshly gave a penalty 
try. The conversion 
brought the final whistle 
and a final score 18-22. 

There was much 
debate afterwards in the 
clubhouse about why no 
warning was given 
before the penalty try, 
and how the referee 
could be sure a try 
would have been scored, 
but the result stands. 

It was a terrific effort 
and there was common 
agreement with the 
Penygraig supporters 
that Cowbridge had not 
deserved to lose. 

Cowbridge had done 
very well at the lineout 


defensively, with 
fla nk er Carwyn Davies 
being lifted high to 
unsight the Penygraig 
jumpers, and when 
attacking, Steve 

Birchenough and Tom 
Llewlleyn secured plen¬ 
ty of ball. 

Youngsters Luke 
Boys and Huw 
Moorcraft had bottled 
up the midfield but this 
was a team effort with 
every single player mak¬ 
ing a telling contribu¬ 
tion. The players know 
for sure the effort and 
commitment they must 
put in over the final 
weeks of the season. 

The next matches are 
away to Wattstown on 
March 26, followed by a 
home clash on April 12 
against Cilfynydd. 

Finally, good luck to 
Wales this Saturday 
against the Irish. 
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
